‘ The  Eey.  A.  N.  Sanderson  was  tliu  son  of  Anthony  and  Elizabeth  Sanderson,  and  was  baptized 
at  Hammersmith,  lii  September,  1730.  He  had  issue  by  his  wife,  Mary,  five  sons  and  two 
flaugliters.  Only  one  of  the  sons  left  male  issue,  namely,  Edward  (see  “),  who  was  baptized  at 
Newton  Longueville  in  1773.  Mary,  the  widow  of  the  Kev.  A.  N.  Sanderson,  died  at  Rose  Plai'e, 
Olaines,  co.  Worcester,  on  the  6th  January,  1831,  aged  81.

'The  Sanderson  family  claim  descent  from  the  Saundersons  of  A'orkshire  and  Notts,  of  whom  a 
ix’digree  is  given  in  Thoroton’s  ‘ Antiquities  of  Notts,’  p.  474 ; of  this  family  was  Robert  Saunder- 
son,  Bisbop  of  Lincoln,  and  the  Saundersons,  Viscounts  Castleton.  James,  the  sixth  Viscount,  was 
created  a Peer  of  England  in  1714  as  Baron  Saunderson  of  Saxby,  and  was  advanced  to  the  Earl- 
dom of  Castleton  in  1720.  Upon  his  death,  s.  p.,  in  1723,  all  the  honours  became  extinct,  and  he 
bequeathed  his  large  estate  to  his  cousin  (on  his  mother’s  side),  the  Earl  (third)  of  Scarborough, 
who  thereupon,  by  Act  of  Parliament,  assumed  the  additional  surname  of  Saunderson. 

The  arms  borne  by  the  late  Captain  Sanderson  and  by  his  father  and  grandfather  are, — Paly  of 
six  argent  and  azure  a bend  sable.

commendaeons  and  greeting.  Know  yee,  that  whereas  auntiently  from  the  begin- 
niiige,  in  all  Cuntryes  and  Comon  Wealthes  well  governed,  the  bearing  of  certen 

inarkes  or  Tokens  in  shields,  commonly 
called  armes,  have  ben,  and  are  most  ac- 
costomably  vsed  by  persons  ever  of  the 
best  quallite  and  calling,  and  well  de- 
serving the  same,  cither  for  their  prowis 
and  valior  in  tyme  of  warre,  or  for  their 
verteous  cndevours  in  Civill  govern- 
ment in  tynies  of  peace. 

Eniongst  the  which  number  for  that 
we  fynde  John  Hall,  thclder,  now  of 
Wilsborough,  in  the  County  of  Kent, 
gent.,  and  that  his  Auncestors  of  his 
name  and  kindred  have  borne  and  bene 
invested  with  Coate  of  Amies  according 
to  their  Degrees  and  Worthynes.
